the Republicans during the vacation. It was 
for this privilege that Mr. Wilson was con- 
tending in insisting upon his resolution 
authorizing the committee to sit during the 
session and giving it leave to file. its report 
with the.clerk. 


CHEROKEE STRIP INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The House Commit- 
tee on Pudlie Lands has authorised a sub- 
committe to consider the investigation of the 
Cherokee Strip opening during the vacation 
and get such information as will enable the 
committee to determine if the investigation 
is necessary.

They 
Called at the Oourt-house to ascertain 
whether a marriage license had been. issued 
to the couple and were told that no applica- 
tion for a license had been made. 
Then Mr. Collins telegraphed to Chicago 
asking ifa license had been issued there. 
No answer uad been rece!ved up to 2 o' clock. 
Mr.Collins is a member of the frm of Holmes 
& Collins, builders or the Indiana State 
Building at the World’s Fair. As he is a man 
of means he gave his daughter 
careful education and she grew 
up to be an accomplished 
andattractive young lady. She is just 20 
years of age, a fine musician, and was very 
much sought after in society in Terre Haute. 

FELL IN LOVE WITH BECKWIEH. 

About six months ago the young drug clerk 
made his appearance in Terre Haute. He 
was penniless, but soon secured a position 
ina drug store within a half a diock 
of the Collins residence. Miss Collins 
made his acquaintance by going to the store 
and he soon began to visit her at her home. 
The young lady’s parents disapproved of his 
advances from the first. The young man 
was unguarded in his conversation and let 
fall the fact that his parents, who reside in 
Boston, had practically disow him 
on account of his reckless conduct. 
This was not calculated to commend him to 
the family and Mr. Collins forbade his 
Gaughter to associate with him. But the 
young lovers were not to be frustrated so 
easily. They met clandestinely and on last 
baturday night while Mr. Collins was down 
town the youn lady left the house 
and drove wit her sweetheart to 
a station five miles north of Terre Haute, 
wherethey took the train for Chicago. A 
friend must have assisted the couple, be- 
cause next morning the team was found 
standing near the livery stable from which it 
had Deen Mired, and it is supposed that it 
was returned to that point by this un- 
known assistant. The couple were seén 
and recognized on the train by the conduc- 
tor, who says that they got off at the Polk 
Street station in Chicago.

THE FATHER’S ANXIETY.

Patrick Walsh of the Augusta Chrontcle 
made the principal speech and was supple- 
mented by brief talks from speaker ‘ risp 
and Representative Turner. The President 
listened attentively and interestedly to what 
the Speaker said. 

In the course of his remarks Col. Walsh 
said the delegation represented Georgia and 
South Carolina, and had come to Washington 
to invite the President and Cabinet to attend 
the Augusta Exposition. 

‘*The Exposition will,’’ said Mr. Walsh, 
be to several States in the South what the 
World's Falr at Chicago was tothe nation. 
The South needs capital and development of 
her resources. There is no locality in our 
country so rich in possibilities for manufac- 

and evelopment as the 
We have abundance of 
material and our natural 
advantages are very great. In coal, iron, 
timber, cotton and ia our water power and 
climatic advantages there is no section 
which presents superior attractions or in- 
ducements for settlementand investment. 
This exposition will show the varied products 
of field, forest, mine and factory, and we 
are earnest in the hope of securing your 
presence, 

„Our people are exceedingly anxious for 
you to accept the invitation, and as evidence 
of this the General Assembly of Georgia has 
passed resolutions inviting you and the 
members of your Oabinet tothe Exposition 
and State Fair. If you are not prepared, Mr. 
President, to answer affirmatively to-day 
we earnestly request that you will take our 
invitation under consideration and if possi- 
ble comply with our request.. 

When Mr. Walsh had concluded the Presi- 
dent expressed his appreciation for the invi- 
tution.

It was suggested that if the 
President did not make a stay of more than a 
day he might be able to take a hurried trip to 
the Fair and be absent from Washington for 
Only 48 hours. 

The President’s manner toward his visitors 
Indicated to them that he was inclined to ac- 
cede to their wishes ff public business would 

ermit, which, however, was very uncer- 

ain. He gladdened thetr hearts by telling 
them that he was biased in their favor.

The Packages Found by Thames Boat- 
men and Placed in the Hands of Scot- 
land Tard Detectives—Police Officiais 
Refuse to Give Out Information Oon- 
cerning the Contents of the Bomb 
The Rivermen’s Statements. 


Lorpor, Nov. 8.—An afternoon paper 
startled London to-day with the report of the 
finding of a deadly dynamite bomb on the 
buttress of Westminster Bridge, which 
crosses the Thames near the Parliament 
Building. The bomb was taken possession 
of by the police and was conveyed to the 
Scotland Yard quarters of the metropolitan 
police. 

Inquiries made at Scotland Yara by your 
correspondent confirmed the story. The 
inspector in charge admitted that 
the police were in 
sion of a piece of fron of 
conical shape, having the appearance of 
being a conical projectile for use in a gun, 
which is believed to be a bomb loaded with 
explosives.

was found on one of 

of Westminster Bridge, 
Monday afternon, on the side 
furthest from the House of Commons, 
The bomb was neatly wrapped in brown pa- 
per and tied with a stout cord. 

From the position in which the bomb was 
found the police say that it was dropped 
onto the ledge by a passer-by. The Police 
Inspector added: 

However, though the parcel found is be- 
lieved to be a bomb, it is no uncom- 
mon thing to find such suspicious arti- 
cles in out of the way places and 
the conical-shaped looking piece of iron 
which is In possession of the police may not 
be a bomb and it muy not contain dynamite 
or any other explosive. ’’ 

In conclusion, the inspector said that the 
bomb had not deen examined dy er- 
perts in such matters, bat it was 
‘sale toe say that the police were per- 
fectly satisfied that the 
the bomb was not the result of a dynamite 
piot to destroy the bridge or to injure the 
members of the House of Commons. 

Additional inquiries made by the reporters 

of a number of London newspapers contra- 
dict the first reassuring reports given out by 
the Scotland Yard officitais and seem to show 
that there has undonbdtedly been an attempt 
ta blow up that part of the bridge which is 
near the terrace of the House of Commons. 
» Inguiries made at the Home Office confirm 
this Jast conclusicn arrived at, but the gen- 
eralopinion of newspaper men, who have 
been investigating tue case is that an at- 
tempt was made to seriously damage West- 
minister bridge, near the House of Commons 
by the explosion of a dynamite bomb, 

Further visits to Scotland Yar resulted in 
compelling the officer, who first denied that 
adynamite plot had been discovered and 
even intimated thatthe bomb which had 
been found might not prove to be a aynamite 
bomb, toadmitthata dynamite ot had 
been discovered, though Scotland Yara pro- 
tends that it was a plot of no importance. 

A reporter then hired a boat at Westmine- 
ter Bridge and was rowed out to the middle 
of the River Thames, where a numbDer of 
workmen, on a barge anchored beneath the 
bridge, were at work with int and 
brushes in an attempt to clean the stone 
work. The reporter upon the barge foand 
the two men who first discovered the parcel 
which contained the dynamite bomb, From 
these men, the reporter learned thet the 
parcel found upon the bridge and which is 
now in possession of the lice was un 
doubtedly a bomb and that ſt had a fuse at- 
tached toit.

Campania Makesthe Eastward Trip in 5 
Days 12 Hours and 7 Minutes. 


QuEENSTOWN, Nov: 38.—The Cunard Line 
steamer Campania, which passed Daunt’s 
Rock at 10:3la. m. made the passage in5 
days, 12 hours and 7 minutes, thus beating 
the record of her sister ship the Lucania 
by 1 hour and 28 minutes.

In line with thisis Mr. Ferriss’ other 
suggestion, that public improvements be 
carried on systematically and after a well 
erdered, carefully matured programme. 
Public business of all sorts has been con- 
ducted at haphazard. Public necessities 
have not been provided for in advance and 
too little time has been given for the 
thoughtful consideration of improvements. 
The growth of the city is rapid and 
is likely to be continuous and steady 
in directions which are now foreseen.

WHaT 186 LAW? 

The last attempt to bring lynchers to 
justice happened in Memphis when the 
Sheriff surrendered to the mob and was 
afterward indicted for complicity in the 
riot. The case was nolle prosequied how- 
ever, because it was impossible to geta 
jury composed of men who would not say 
they disapproved of mob law. 

This 1s very shocking. It makes the 
lovers of law and order’’ shudder and 
hold up their hands in pious horror at the 
wickedness of their fellow-men. But why 
not tell the truth about the matter? 
Lynchings have occurred in all parts of 
the country for offenses against women, 
but no conviction wasever had. The fact 
is that the unwritten law, that is, that 
public will not written on the statute 
books, ordains that such offenders shall be 
hanged when caught, and that they must 
be caught without delay. 

This law is not orderly and fringed with 
red tape, but it is the law in the essential 
particulars. That is, it is the popular 
will. We may deplore the eireumstances 
and regret that the people do not provide 
more seemly methods of bringing such 
criminals to justice, but we cannot say 
that a procedure whieh efiectively leads 
up to the satisfaction of the fixed will of 
the vast majority is really not a part of 
the actual and operative law of the coun- 
try.

OUR GRAND RAVY. 


The unseaworthy character of some of 
the new cruisers and gunboats is generally 
admitted among naval experte, although 
there has been no official acknowledgment 
of the fact. The boats under suspicion are 
five in number, two of which have demon- 
strated by actual trial their unfitness for 
nayal purposes. These two are top-heavy, 
owing to blunders in design or workman- 
ship, and this defect is exaggerated by 
armaments too heavy for shipsof their 
class. 
similar or identical designs, it is thought 
that they too will have to be withdrawn 
from active service. 

Extensive alterations are proposed in 
these ships in order to make them at all 
serviceable. They can not, in their pres- 
ent condition, be allowed to roam the seas 
with the prospect that in the first gale they 
will ‘‘turn turtle’’ and go to the bottom. 
The changes will cost money and the fight- 
ing strength expected when the vessels 
were ordered will be seriously impaired. 
The alterations in the ships themselves 
will involve a diminution in the numbers 
of thecrews and the armament will have to 
be reduced to such a weight as can be car- 
ried without upsetting the top-heavy tubs. 
Naval men are agreed that this partial re- 
construction is absolutely necessary. 

Oftourse there is the usug! recrimina- 
tion among the various naval bureaus, 
each trying to put the blame on the others. 
This may be the object of a congressional 
investigation. But a more important con- 
sideration is the policy itself under which 
these experiments are being made. The 
question may well be asked whether it is 
wise to put millions in craft which at best 
are only experiments which may fail at 
critical moments when they are most 
needed. A strong navy may be needed, 
but there are too many glittering blunders 
in our collection of uncouth monsters.

THE affairs of the Union Pacifie will de- 
mand considerable attention from Con- 
gress this winter, owing to the receiver- 
ship and to the fact that the debt due the 
Government matures in the near future. 
The prospect for getting the money is very 
slight. In fact, it is well nigh hopeless. 
The managers of the concern have made it 
their chief duty to so mix accounts, plaster 
mortgage upon mortgage, 
original corporations with guarantees of 
new lines built by the parent company or 
acquired by trade, and other ‘slick 
schemes’’ known to jobbers and wreck- 
ers, that it is almost impossible 
to aseertain the relative standing of con- 
flicting equities and adjust the affairs of 
the concern without traversing some, per- 
haps many, maxims of morality, At the 
same time the chief study of the five Gov- 
ernment directors seems to have been to do 
nothing to protect the interests of the 
people or hinderin any way the joyaa: 
work of the plunderers. The money is 
probably lost, but the case should. be 
closely watched. Some rich developments 
may be expected which will illustrate cor- 
poration mamagement and afford instruc- 
tion for future use.

Inquiry Into the Work for Which the 
Mayor and Comptrolier Approved a 
Vouchor Over the Auditor’s Heai— 
Supt. Mueller and Engineer Hutchins 
ofthe Asylum Give Evidence. 


The Ryan Investigating Committee began 
its labors yesterday afternoon by visiting 
the Insane Asylum and taking the testimony 
of Dr. Ernst Miller, Superintendent, and A. 
J. Hutchins, Chief Engineer. 

The committee, composed of Matthew J. 
Ryan, James Cronin, Henry Henning, James 
©. Kelly and Henry Regenhardt, was ap- 
pointed by the House of Delegates to investi- 
gate the payment ofa voucher to the Globe 
Steam Heating Co. on a contract claimed to 
be irregular. The work is not yet com- 
plete and about 38,900 more will have 
to be paid on it, The committee went out to 
inspect the plant and ascertain how it was 
that the work came to be done under the 
head of ‘‘Necessary Repairs in an Emergen- 
cy,’’w hen an ordinance wes passed for that 
purpose a year and a half ago. After going 
through the basement, inspecting the boiler 
and as much of the work as had been com. 
pleted, the committee repaired to the main 
office of the asylum and asked Dr. Mueller to 
take the witness stand. 

He stated thatthe asylum had heretofore 
been heated by steam, using both the direct 
and indirect systems. 


The two wings of the building were heated | 


by the indirect, the center part and the cot- 
tage by the direct. 

At present it is proposed to heat the entire 
main building by the indirect system. The 
cottage heating will not be changed,

Fight 


Waged Between Scholars of a 
White and a Colored School. 


For some time there has been a hostile 
feeling existing between the white and col- 
ored residents at and in the vicinity of Tay- 
lor and Easton avenues, and though the 
fires of ill-feeling have deen fostered 
and encouraged by each faction, 
no more seri®us demonstrations than 
ugly looks and muttered expressions of ill- 
will resulted until last Tuesday a week ago. 
The children of the Visitation School and 
the colored scholars from the Simmons 
School at Taylor and St. Louis avenues pass 
each other on the way to their respective 
schools. The white children accuse 
the negroes of many petty insults 
and the negroes say that the white 
children make themselves disagreeable.

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TROUBLE FOR HIPPOLYTE. 


The Haytien President Disposed to Cede 
Mole St. Nicholas. 


PANAMA, Nov. 3.—Once more the Haytfen 
Republic is at the point of rev 
olution, The agitation which may 
soon culminate in open revolt is 
due to the fact that President Hippolyte is 
morally bound by a secret treaty to cede Mole 
St. Nicholas to the United States and 
that he is disposed to fulfill his contract pro- 
vided that the United States will assist 
against the revolt which may be occasioned 


there by the popular party which is brewing 
trouble. 

The treaty referred to was made in 1865. 
But since this agreement was entered into 
Hippolyte has sought to turn the attention 
of the United ‘States from the 
or harbor of St. Nicholas tothe Isle a Voches. 
Hayti would willingly surrender this 
bit of land to the United States 
in lieu of the fine harbor of 
St. Nicholas. Veches Isle is three-quarters 
ofa mile long and has an area of about 
4,000 acres. But it ts only approach- 
able during five months ip the year. 
From May to December the southern winds 
which sweep over it make it too periious for 
vessels to reach it. It would not suit 
the United States Government as a 
coaling station. It does not sess the 
strategic importance of St. Nicholas, which 
Is directly opposite the Isle of Cuba, and 1s 
the Gibraltar of the Antillees.

They took 
seats in the rear of tes ladies’ 
coach and presences their tickets, which 
were accepted. hen they reached the Ken- 
tucky liné, however, the conductor told 
therm they would have to move into the col- 
ored coach. This they refused to do and 
were put off the train. 

Suit was entered in the United States Court 
for $15.000 damages.
